Public Works 
Act. 

A bill was passed last session for 
the purpose of enabling tho Govern- 
ment to acquire or uso privato lands 
and property for public purposes. Tho 
first section of this enacts that "It 
shall bo lawful for the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council to acquire and 
take possession for and in tho name of 
Her Majesty of any land, or real estate, 
streams, waters, water-courses, fences, 
and walls, tho appropriation of which 
is, in his judgment, necossary for the 
use, construction, or maintenance of 
any public work or building, or for the 
enlargement or improvement of any 
public work, or for obtaining better 
access thereto, and in particular any 
real estate which ho may think conve- 
nient for the construction of a Dry 
Dock at Esquimalt." It will be obser- 
ved that these are large powers; yet, if 
properly guarded against abuse, they 
may not bo objectionable. That a 
measure giving to tho Government 
such powers to take private property 
should provide very ample security 
that the owner of property so taken 
shall receive tho fullest justice in tho 
matter of compensation, will be read- 
ily admitted. But when wo look at the 
provision for constituting a Court of 
Arbitration to try all enses of dispute, 
wo confess that the measure, as it now 
stands, soems highly objectionable, if 
not dangerous. It is provided (section 
7) that "The Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council may, from time to time, con- 
stitute a Board of Arbitration, and ap- 
point any number of persons not ex- 
ceeding three, who shall be Official 
Arbitrators for British Columbia, and 
who shall arbitrate on, appraise, deter- 
mine, and award the sum which shall 
be paid to any person in respect of any 
claim mado by such person under this 
Act, and with whom the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works has 
not agreed and cannot a^reo; and 
every such arbitrator shall receive such 
remuneration as shall bo from time to 
time fixed by the Lieutenant-Governor.' 
It would, perhaps, be difficult to con- 
ceive of anything more ono-sided than 
this. Here we have tho Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council stopping in and 
appropriating privato property when- 
ever and wherover he may doem it 
necessary or convenient, and the 
creatures of tho Governor in Council 
are to lis the amount of compensation. 
To make the outrage still more com- 
plete, the remuneration to be received 
by such arbitrators shall be from time 
fixed by the Lieutenant-Governor"!! | 
Look at it. Tho Lieutenant-Governor 
i j in the position of agent of tho Fed- 
eral Government. Considerable pn- . 
vate property must be taken for or 
effected by the Canadian Pacific Kail- 
Way. The owners of such property I 
must be content with whatever com- 
pensation may lie named by the ap- 
pointees of tho Lieutenant-Governo- 
in Council, and who shall depend 
upon the caprice of the Governor for 
pay ! It is as if the defendant in a 
civil cause had the selection of 
his own judge and jury; and in his j 
hands were placed a nice little silver ! 
screw, with which to insure compliance 
with his wishes. It mar be said that tho i 
Federal Government will bo impartial, I 
the Local Government will be impartial, | 
and the Arbitrators, having no personal 
or party interests to serve, will bo im- 
partial, too. It is only necessary to go a I 
step furthor, and assert that everybody is 
impartial ; and that the ordinary and al- 1 
most universal precautions against par- 
tial judges, arbitrators and jurors are 
based upon an entire misconception of 
human character. In view of the large 
public works about to be undertaken, we 
are disposed to question the wisdoiu of 
British Columbia anting upon any such 
hypothesis as that of the universal im- 
partiality of the human race. It will be 
very much wiser to apply the safeguards 
common in such cases in orilor that there 
may be no room for suspicion. Such is 
tho object of the measure introduced by 
the member for Nanainio. It proposes 
the adoption of tho old fashioned plan, 
whereby one arbitrator shall be chosen 
by each party to the dispute, they choos- 
ing an umpire, in the event of disagree- 
ment, 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Europe. 

London, Jan. 8. — Extracts from the 
yearly circulars of prominent brokers 
say that the cotton trade is not so good 
in 187'J as in tho previous year, and the 
rates obtained were not oven remuner- 
ative. 

The spinners and manufacturtss 
commence the New Year well under 
contract. The business for the present 
will be mainly influenced by the quan- 
tity of imports, and the present scar- 
city is likely to be tided over without 
any enhancement of prices. 

In regard to the timber trade it, is 
said that tho forests which arc; being 
cleared for supplies grow continually 
further from the seaports, and en- 
hancement of prices is probable. 

Tho wool trade is in an unsatisfac- 
tory state. Imports, for tho first time 
in its history, have fallen off. The 
deticit. lias evidently gone to the United 
States. 

London, Jan. IB. — One of the persons 
who camo from France to attend tho 
funeral ofN&poleon brought with him some 
soil dug from the garden of the Tuilleries, 
which ho strewed over Iho boffin after it 
had been deposited in tho sacristy of the 
chapel at Cniselhurst while the funeral 
services were taking place. 

Zanzibar advices to tho 80th November 
say tho supply expedition to Dr. Living- 
stono had reaahod him. and that ho had 
started for tho interior of Africa. 

Paris, Jan. 12— It is said the French 



Government will permit the final inter- 
ment of Napoleon's remains in France if 
tho funeral is mado strictly private, and 
deceased buried ns tho ox-Emperor, and 
not as an Emperor. 

London, Jan. 12 — Tho Empress is over- 
whelmed with sorrow. Her prostration is 
so great as to alarm her attendants. The 
Prince Imperial doos all in his power to 
comfort her. It is reporiod that the 
Prince Imperial has already assumed tho 
title of Napoleon IV. Tho report is doubt- 
loss incorrect, but it is true that thePrinco 
is now addressed as Sire by visitors at 
Chisolhurst. It is gaining ground that 
the Emperor died from the effects of 
chloroform administered to ease his pain. 
The will of Napoleon appoints tho Em- 
press, Cardinal Bonaparte and M. Ronher 
guardians of the prince, now Napoloon IV. 
Tho Emperor of Austria wears mourning 
for ten days. The whole family are now 
assembled at Chiselhurst, except tho 
Cardinal, who will arrive Tuesday. 

London, Jan. 15 — The funeral proces- 
sion of the Emperor Napoleon started at 
11 o'clock, and in tho following order: A 
man bearing the tri-color borne upon on 
ash stick cut the last moment hoforo the 
cortege moved, and a deputation of work- 
ingmun from Paris; tho Chaplain of tho 
army bearing a golden crucilir, and tho 
hearse drawn by eight horses, and mourn- 
ers, who numbered eight hundred and 
thirty persons in all. More than 25,000 
persons witnessed tho remains while lying 
in state. Queen Victoria was represented 
at the funeral by Viscount Sidney, Lord 
Chamberlain. 

Brussels, ,fan. 15 — A boiler in a factory 
at Cliarleroi exploded this morning. 
Eleven persons wore killed and a largo 
number were wounded, and some of them 
very seriously. 

Madrid, Jan. 15 — The Cortes will re- 
assemble to-morrow. The first business 
will ho to appoint a special Committee on 
the bill for tho abolition of slavery iu 
Porto Rico. 

Rome, Tan. 15 — The Senate has approv- 
ed of the bill forbidding theological in- 
struction in public schools. 

The Pope told some visitors to-day that 
tho bodies of the Apostles Philip and 
James were discovered on Wednesday in 
the Church of the Apostles. 

London, Jon. 16 — A grand reception 
was given to-day at Chiselhurst by Em- 
press Eugenie and Napoleon IV, to 10,000 
soldiers, statesmen and distinguished 
statesmen. Tho Empress and her sou 
passed through rooms filled with people 
all in deepest mourning, and gave them 
her hand to be kissed. Imperialists expect 
n speedy restoration of the Empire, with 
the Empress as Regent. 

Marseilles, Jan. It! — The Admiral of 
tho French squadron at Villa Franca, gave 
a ball last night on board his flagship. 
Officers of American and British men-of- 
war were invited, but declined. 

London, Jan. 14 — The Italian Govern- 
ment send four officers to represent it to- 
morrow. 

Thiers granted leave of absence to Ad- 
mirals Riguald Be Genouilly. Marshal 
Bazaine, Duke of Palikao and General 
Froissard, to attend the funeral. Appli- 
cations of two Majors in active service for 
similar leave was refused. 

A deputation of Paris workingmen ar- 
rived. They wore immortelles in their 
coats and carried a wreath of yellow 
flowers. 

On both sides of the hearse rcere the 
Imperial arms surmounted with the let- 
ter N. 

A grent crowd surrounded the hearse, 
including the Prince Imperial, uncovered, 
Prince Jerome Napoleon, Prince Joachim, 
Prince Achille, M. Roulier and many 
othe rs. 

The Prince Imperial is very pale. 
The Empress was too ill to attend. The 
coffin was covered with immortelles and 
violets. No sermon at the chapel. 

Madrid. Jan. 10. Reports from the 
north represent the Carlist insurgents as 
acting with terrible cruelty towards the 
inhabitants who refuse to join their ranks. 
In mnny cases murder and mutilation are 
reported. Hundreds of young men are 
forced into their ranks. 

London, Jan. 16. — Ft is now stated that 
Ki^ty thousand persons wer« present at 
Chiselhurst yesterday. Many in the city 
and country closed their places during 
the funeral. While the Prince Imperial 
was returning from the chapel, he was 
saluted i>y " Vive Ln Emperor." He re- 
plied : "The Emperor is dead ; Vive La 
Franco. " 

Paris. Jan. 17. — Decissoy, Minister of 
War, lias written a letter to Marshal Me- 
Mahon, prohibiting the circulation of 
Bonaparte's address among French troops 
in tho barracks, urging the severe pun- 
ishment of persons found distributing 
such papers. 

LoTtnoN, Jan. 17.— A. J. Otway, former- 
ly Under Secretary of State for foreign 
affairs, in n speech Inst night said England 
was morally responsible for the damages 
caused by the Albania and that he would 
cheerfully consent to the payment of the 
Geneva Award. 

Canada, 

Toronto, dan. X. The .second ses- 
sion of tho Parliament of Ontario was 
opened to-day with a speech by the 
Lieutenant-Governor. 

Toronto, Jan. 16.- Dr. defer, a homcn- 
pathy physician', died suddenly to-day af- 
ter taking a dose of chloral hydrate, which 
was administered at his own request after 
a painful surgical operation. 

Japan and China. 

San Francisco, Jan. 15. — Tho steamer 
Colorado arrived to-dny from China and 
Yokohama. She brings Hongkong dates 
to Doc. 12th. 

An Imperial journey through tho Em- 
pire was talked of. 

Native merchants have petitioned the 
Government for permission to construct 
railways and telegraphs, employing their 
own engineers. The petitions were 
granted. 

Corean matters have assumed n serious 
aspect. The Japan Ocuelie says war is 
imminent. The Japan Mail denies it in 
toto. 

'there are 18 miles of telegraph in oper- 
ation in Japan. 

Native riots had occurred at Foochow, 
China. No foreigners were molested. 

Many pirates Bad been captured and 
destroyed by tho Eronch corvette Bon- 
ray ne and Chinese gunboat Chnnhoe. 

Tho males of Japan arc informed that 
they arc no longer required to shave their 
heads, but tho ton-knot is to ho retained. 

It is reported ttiat foreign clergy have 
been invited by tho Japanese Government 
to take part iu tho discussion on religious 
toleration.

THIRD HEADINGS. 

The Oaths Bill, Insauo Bill amlAjlco- 
tion Bills, were read a third timtrand 
passed. 

LAND ORDINANCE, 1870, COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Semlin reported from tho Land Or- 
dinance Committee certain amendments 
to tho Land Ordinance, 1870, recommend- 
ing the niniplyling of the manner in mak- 
ing pre-emptions; pro-emptor to occupy 
land, if desired, by agent. That no pas- 
toral loases be granted on tho island or 
adjacent islands; that pastoral and water 
leases be granted on the Mainland under 
certain restrictions. The report was or- 
dered to be printed, 

PUBLIC WORKS ACT. 

Mr. Bobson asked leave to introduce a 
Bill to amend the Public. Works Act, 1872. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem asked that the intro- 
duction of the Bill might be deferred till 
the report of the committee on tho Dyk- 
ing Bill had been made. 

Mr. Bobson objected because it was un- 
certain when that committee would he 
ready to report. 

Second reading fixed for Friday. 

MINING LAWS. 

Mr. Humphreys asked te be permitted 
to withdraw his Bill to amend the Mining 
Laws of this Province, as the senior mem- 
ber for Esquimalt hud undertaken tho 
task of preparing the Bill. Granted. 

PRE-EMPTION LAWS. 

Mr. Smitho was granted permission to 
withdraw his Bill to amend the Pre- 
emption Law, as his amendments were 
embodied in the report of the Select 
Committee. 

HILLS OF SALES. 

Mr. Semlin obtained leave to introduce 
a Bill to make priority of record priority 
of sale. 

THE SABHATH. 
Mr. Robertson obtained leave to postpone 
a Bill to prevent the profanation of tho 
Lord's Day. 

COSTTTUTION. 

Hon. Mr. "Walkem obtained leave to in 
troduce an Act to amend the Constitution 

THE BALLOT. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem introduced the Bal- 
lot Bill. Seconded by Mr. Smith, and 
second reading on Thursday. 

FEES. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem obtained leave to in- 
troduce an Act providing for a scale of 
fees to be taken hy certain officers in lieu 
of salary. 

LEGITIMACY BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Beaveu to introduce a Bill 
to render legitimate children born out of 
lawful wedlock, whose parents now are or 
may hereafter be married. Second read- 
ing on Wednesday. 

WILD ANIMALS. 

Mr. Smith moved an address for tho 
extension to the Mainland of tho capita- 
tion law now in force in Vancouver Island 
for tho destruction of wild animals. 

Mr. Smith proceeded to speak to the 
resolution. 

Mr, Speaker Thai is out of order. 

Mr. Smith If you had told mc a littlo 
sooner I wouldn't have talked so much. 
| laughter. ] 

Mr. Speaker -This must originate with 
the Government. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Mr. Bobson moved for copies of corres- 
pondence respecting the disposition of 
reports on Grand Juries. 

Mr. Mara seconded and the resolution 
was carried. 

POLLING PLACES, 

Mr. Hughes movod for additional poll- 
ing places in Now Westminster District, 
at Harrison River and Matsqui Prairie. 
Carried. 

Mr. Humphreys complained that reso- 
lutions were being ruled oul order which 
cramped the functions of the Legislature. 

Mr. Bobson though! the Legislature 
should bo very careful how if allowed its 
functions to be curtailed hy the [Govern- 
ment, 

Mr, Smith thought that if tho Govern- 
ment were to rule everything we had bet- 
burst legislation and go back to the feu- 
dal times. 

Mr. Humphreys quoted from Hansmrd 
to show that the House had full power in 
the matter. 

THE REGISTRARS. 

Mr. Bobertson moved for copies of cor- 
respondence between the Government 
and Judges of the Supremo Court, as to 
tho dismissal of the Registrar and Deputy 
Registrar of the Supreme Court. Carried. 

BEET SUOAB. 

Mr. Holbrook moved that nn humble 
Address be presented to His Excellency 
the Lieutenant-Governor, recommending 
that, for tho purpose of encouraging tho 
manufacture of sugar from beet-root in 



the Province, the following bounty is of- 
fered :— For the first 100 bags of sugar, 
containing 100 lbs. each, 81,000; for tho 
same quantity produced tho next year, 
8150; provided that the Haiti sugar be 
manufactured in tho Province, from beet 
grown therein. 

Tho hon. gentleman was proceeding to 
speak to tho resolution, 
Mr. Speaker — It is out of order. 
Mr. Holbrook— It would he in order in 
tho British House of Commons. 

Mr. Holbrook thou proposed to cause 
the resolution to read "consider the ex- 
pediency," otc. Thu hon. gentlemen said 
that boots raised on tha Lower Eraser 
produced 25 per cent, more sugar than 
tho i-'nnhvieh Islands cane, and is 
of hotter quality. Tho syrup was nearly 
as good as the boat refilled imported into 
this Province. 
Mr. Robertson seconded. 
Mr. Humphreys doubted tho propriety 
of tho Government embarking in this su- 
gar business. 

Hon. Mr. Armstrong said that ho was 
instructed by tho only man in the Pro- 
vince interested in the boot sugar business 
to state to the House that he wanted 
nothing from the Government but to be 
left alone. 

Mr. Bunster said it was pleasant to ob- 
serve the hon. senior members for Esqui- 
malt and New Westminster taking part in 
tho encouragement of the products of tho 
soil. If the only man engaged in tho 
beet-sugar business didn't want encour- 
agement, there might be half-a-dozen 
others who did. Ho wanted to see the 
real bono and sinew of tho Province 
which was better than capital -encourag- 
ed and protected. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that heintended 
to move tt bounty for every new brewer. 
[Laughter. | 

Tho resolution was carried. 

Mr. Humphreys moved that a respect- 
ful Address be presented to His Excellen- 
cy the Lieut-Governor, praying that full 
Returns of all moneys paid, ami to whom 
paid by the Government of the Province, 
for all Printing done by any person . other 
than tho Government Printers, be sent 
down to the House. Carried. 

POLLING PLACES. 

Mr. Smitho moved that an humble Ad- 
dress be presented to His Excellency the 
Lieut-Governor, praying that he will bo 
pleased to have additional Polling Places 
appointed for the purpose of holding Elec- 
tions in tho Cowichan Electoral District, 
viz. : at Chemainis, Steamboat Landing, 
Cowichan, and at the Steamboat Lauding, 
Maple Bay. 

RETURNS. 

N - Hon. Mr. Boaven laid before tho House 
Returns of the manner in which the S7,- 
000 voted for the purpose of introducing 
water into tho city of Victoria was ex- 
pended. 

BOUNTIES. 

Mr. Hughes asked under what authori- 
ty tho Government pay bounties for the 
destruction of wolves and panthers V 

Hon. Mr. Walkem— Under authority of 
a resolution of the Legislative Council of 
March, 1809. 

NOTICBS. 

Mr. Robertson— To ask if any tenders 
for construction of Dry Dock at Esqui- 
malt have been received? if so, particu- 
lars. 

Mr. Humphreys — To move that when 
Returns asked for are laid on the table of 
this House, that they be in such a form 
as to insure a speedy delivery to members. 

Mr. Robertson — To ask what steps ( rov- 
ernment intend to take for construction 
of Dry Dock at Esquimalt. 

Mr. Semlin — To move for a Committee 
to draft an explanatory note to the Do- 
minion Parliament in respect to legaliz- 
ing the sales of hinds.

FIREMEN'S PROTECTION 1IJLL. 

Mr. Duck moved the second reading 
of the Bill to amend the Victoria fire- 
men's Protection Act. the offeot of which 
is to make the Department By-laws and 
Elections subject to the approval of tin* 
Corporation; elections of Chief and As- 
sistant Engineers to take place every two 
years instead of annually. 

Tho Speaker hero said tho bill, was a 
private ono. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem thought that when a 
Bill was n private one for tho good of the 
public the fees ought to bn remitted. 
| Hear.] 

The Standing Orders wore suspended 
to allow the Bill to be read a second time 

Mr. Duck continued to explain the Bill 
that no tuomen shall be liable for any 
damages to property of another inflicted 
at any "wash" or drill regularly ordered. 

Mr. Robson Raid that at a "wash'' or 
drill damage might result by carelessness. 
It was not long ago that damage was done 
to goods in that way. Every encourage- 
ment should be given to our efficient lire 
department; but private rights might be 
affected by the passage of thin Bill in its 
present form. 

Mr. Duck here proposed to add the 
words "except in cases of gross negli- 
gence," which proposition being doomed 
satisfactory the second reading was order- 
ed and the Bill was Committed and passed 
by tho Committee. 

THE ESTlMA'llCS. 

Hon. Mr.DeCosmos announced that the 
Estimates would not bo laid before the 
House until Friday. 

Mr. Humphreys asked if they would be 
printed, then; and complained that tho 
Education Report appeared in the public 
press before it was placed in the hands of 
hon. mombors. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said that no per- 
son outside of tho Government would 
have access to tho Estimates until thoy 
woro placed in the membora' hands iu a 
| printed form. 



EXCISE AN1> CUSTOMS. 

Mr. Bunster moved tho House go into 
Committee on the question of Excise and 
Customs. Tho hon mover alluded in for- 
cible forms to the importance of the 
agricultural and manufacturing interests 
of tho Province. He WS sorry tho lato 
Ministry had not favored tho Modilied 
Tariff. They were three Barristers— not 
one agriculturist amongst thorn, [laugh- 
tor, ) and they had nearly ruined the 
country. There was one interest, — the 
browing — of which every Briton folt 
proud. It furnished a market for pro- 
ducts of tho soil which no other business 
did. He did not wish to talk too much 
shop; but there was danger under the 
state of things that malt would bo made 
on the other side and sent in here to the 
ruin of local brewers. He asked if tho 
country could ever bo prosperous if 
such "largo sums of money were 
continued to bo sent to America for the 
purchase of life's necessaries? The agri- 
cultural interests were totally ignored— 
were not fully represented. [Mr. Barn- 
ston — O-h-h ! J Tho hon. gentleman 
would probably repeat "O-h-h" when he 
sought to represent an agricultural dis- 
trict, after the mines of Cariboo were 
"played out." Our farmers could never 
compote with the California produce- 
dealer who gave Victoria dealers l>0 to 90 
days credit, The general verdict after a 
year's trial of the Canadian Tariff was, 
that they I tho farmers) would gladly sell 
at cosl and leave tho Province, We could 
produce to-day more than would feed !>0 
times the population wc now have. There 
was a good dual of talk about borrowing 
money to dyke the Eraser; but give the 
agriculturists protection and they would 
settle up those lands and dyke them at 
their own exponso. Every acre in the 
Province would yield 640 worth of 
produce a year. A trailer came in, rented 
a little shanty on Wharf street, and 
could sell more than fifty farmers 
could produce. Did hon. members 
think that a low tons of sugar and other 
imported goods wero over going to keep 
this Province alive ? No! nothing but 
tho oncouragemont, tho protection and 
the advancement of the agriculturist 
would ever do it. They were really losers 
hy tho difference in thu Tariff the Modi- 
tied and the ( 'auadian. In California and 
Oregon grain was raised by the shipload 
and sent here to Hood the market. Look 
at the thousands of dollars that were sent 
out of this Province annually. The grain 
exports of Saa Franciscoduring 1872 were 
valued at 812,000,000 and shipH could not 
be had to carry away the surplus still re- 
maining on hand. Our climate was bet- 
ter adapted to wheat and barley growing 
than California. Was it not a shame and 
disgrace to see Chicago bacon sent away 
into our mines and underselling Provin- 
cial bacon ? Was it not a shame to see 
California Hour sold less in this market, 
than Provincial Hour was sold V Ho 
called on representatives from the farm- 
ing districts on the Mainland to come to 
tho rescue of their fellow-farmers in the 
Lower Country. [ Mr. Smith — Time. ] Did 
tho hon. gentleman mean the "time" when 
the hon gentlemen who voted against a Mo- 
dification of the I'nrill' would have to face 
their constituents V He had seen coun- 
tries rise from (lie prairie and the wilder- 
ness. He had rideil tor miles and miles 
over a district when there was not » house 
to be seen: and to-day those districts 
teemed with a prosperous population. 
What caused it ? Protection! In pro- 
tecting the farmers we should supply the 
best customers for Wharf street. He paid 
a high tribute to tho miners; but nearly 
every day heheard of miners settling down 
I as farmers. Ho thought that if all the 
Members of this House were married men 
they would sympathize with tho agricul- 
turists [laughter,] who felt tho pressure 
of the Canadian Tariff, He hoped every 
hon. Member would take into considera- 
tion the requirements of tins country, and 
that a prayer to the Dominion Parliament 
in favor of a Modified Tariff would meet 
with the hearty support of a majority of 
the House. 

Mr. Humphreys seconded tho motion 
for a Committee of the Whole. 

Mr. Smith sympathised with the hon. 
gentleman, who was u most indefatigable 
worker, and he (Mr. Smith) began to 
think he was in earnest, (laughter.) The 
motion was contrary to —what was— well 
—ho wouldn't say any more, and would 
vote for a Committee of the Whole. 

Mr. Holbrook rose to oppose the motion 
and claimed that the growth of wheat in 
New Westminster district had nearly 
doubled in one year, notwithstanding the 
Canadian Tariff. If this was one of the 
best wheal wheal producing in the world. 
Barely we ought to be able to compete 
with California and Oregon. The freight 
and other charges on imported produce 
ought to be sufficient protection for our 
farmers, The Canadian Tariff had bene- 
fitted the fanners in his district, by re- 
ducing the prices of many articles of 
consumption. The Canadian Excise, no 
doubt, to] 1 harder on some than the old 
Colonial Excise did. Three or four hun- 
dred vessels hut| loaded with wheat at San 
Francisco this year. He proposed ton- 
nage due- on goods coming iii. and lie 
thought that as that course was adopted 

in Liver] I it might bo here, and tho 

Province freed of every other description 
of taxation. He saw no use in going into 
committee because he thought it impos- 
sible to got a mod died tariff. 

Mr. Beaven said that tho Uouao was 
wasting time in discussing this matter. It 
was purely a Dominion question, and our 
acooptnnoe of the Dominion Tariff last 
year settled it so far as wo are ooncernod. 
He believed the farmers were in n bettor 

I position to-day than they were befors the 
Canadian Tariff was accepted. [ No. ] 

Hon. Mr. DeCo mos said that if the, 
Honscahad lasl year adopted a Modified 

I Tariff it would have been approved by the 
Dominion Parliament. He believed that 

! if this House wero now to pass a resolu- 
tion asking to have an import duty plac- 

I ed on articles of production that ii would 
be done. The tendency of the Dominion 
was towards the protection of its farmers 
against the Americans. He claimed that 
the protection afforded fanners by the old 
British Columbia Tariff had resulted to 
thoir grout advantage. He bolioved that 
if wo went into this it ion we could at- 
tain two or throe , at onoe, amongst 
others the suspi of the Stamp Duty. 

The House went into Committee on tho 
Excise and Tariff, Mr. Hunter in tho 
Chair. 

Mr. Humphreys said the question was 
a most important, ono, Tho reasoning of 
the hon Chief Commissioner was sophisti- 
cal. Ilo bad said wo had no right to le- 
gislate on this matter. Ho (Mr. Hum- 
phreys) contended we had. We saw what 
had boon tho good results of protection in 
other countries —particularly England. 
There was no groat commercial country 

that had not been made so by an intelli- 



gent systrm of protection, and ho was sa- 
tisfied that if some such couvso was not 
pursued towards this Province tho effect 
would bo most injurious. Tho ovil effects 
of want of protection in Ireland wero 
traced by tho hon. gentleman, and her 
condition in that day would ever be a re- 
proach to English statesman. We wero so 
remote from Canada, our interests wero 
so different, that n different policy was ne- 
cessary. Ho remembered when tho people 
of Washington Territory and Oregon used 
to come over hero and purchase blankets 
ami other English goods. Now those very 
people sent those description of goods 
hero and undersold the English fabrics. 
He trusted that hon. members would dis- 
passionately take hold of tho question, 
pass proper resolutions and send them to 
Canada. 

Mr. Bunster moved a resolution of 
which tho following is tho substance: 

That this House having taken into con- 
sideration the Excise and Customs Tariff 
of the Dominion, respectfully request that 
an address be presented to His Excellen- 
cy tho Lieut, -Governor, for speedy trans- 
mission to Ottawa, praying that tho Tariff 
(so far as relates to British Columbia) on 
barley, oats, hay, peas, potatoes, butter, 
hops, cheese, lard, bacon and hams, bo 
amended so that a scale of duties shall bo 
imposed as before Onion, and on wheat 10 
cents per RIO pounds; on flour 50 cents 
per barrel. That brewers and malsters 
shallboehargednoexci.se; and that the 
Stamp Act be not extended to this Pro- 
vince. This lo remain in force until the 
completion of the railway. 

The hon mover asked the support of 
the hon. members to the resolution. He 
said that the only way we could settle up 
tho country was to encourage agriculture, 
and heclaimcd that the miner and tho busi- 
ness man would bo alike benefitted by the 
change. The Tree Port system , even, was 
better for the farmer than this system, be- 
cause he paid heavy duties on everything 
he had to buy and got no protection on 
anything he bad to sell, He said that our 
fisheries as well as our agricultural re- 
sources were undeveloped. The great 
object men hud in coming to this colony 
was to make money quicklv and leave it. 
Tho old official stylo was' to look after 
their salaries and let the country look af- 
ter itself. As far us (lour was concerned 
I he was willing to have it come in free; 
but the slight tux that he proposed would 
cause the Indians to contribute towards 
the revenue — they now contributed noth- 
t iug. This Modilied Tariff was only asked 
J until the completion of the rail way, which 
Would be in six or seven years. 

Mr. Semlin asked, what lie proposed to 
do with regard to agricultural machin- 
ery ? 

Mr. Bunster replied that ho intended 
having them free. 

The Committee here roseandthe House 
adjourned till 2 p. m. on Tuesday.
